Washington state’s marijua- 
na consultant, Mark Kleiman, 
said he was skeptical of Jamen 
Shively’s plans. 

“It’s very hard for me to 
understand why anybody seri- 
ously interested in being in the 
marijuana business, which after 
all is against the federal law, 
would so publicly announce his 
conspiracy to break that law,’’ 
said Kleiman, a professor of 
public policy at the University of 
California, Los Angeles. 

Emily Langlie, spokeswoman 
for the U.S. Attorney’s Office in 
Seattle, referred questions to the 
Department of Justice head- 
quarters. Department officials 
did not immediately return calls 
seeking comment. 

Washington state 
Representative Reuven Carlyle, 
a Seattle Democrat, sees prom- 
ise in Shively’s initiative. Any 
industry emerging from the 
shadows inevitably will undergo 
consolidation-and thereby 
simplify the task of regulators, 
he said. 

“The fact that an entrepre- 
neur is publicly pushing the 
envelope around a branding 
and value-based pricing oppor- 
tunity, I would say that’s in the 
water in Seattle,’’ said Carlyle, 
chairman of the House Finance 
Committee. “That’s in our DMA ... 
We could have predicted that as 
much as the rain.’’ 

Shively said he has already 
acquired the rights to the 
Northwest Patient Resource 
Center, a medical marijuana 
operation that includes two 
Seattle storefronts. He added 
that he was close to acquir- 
ing another dispensary in 
Colorado, as well as two more 
each in Washington state and 
California, with the owners giv- 
en the option to retain a stake 
in their businesses, reuters

Shively is planning to lay 
out his plans, along with his 
vision for a future in which 
marijuana will be legally imported from Mex- 
ico, at a Thursday news conference in down- 
town Seattle. 

The sale of cannabis or marijuana remains 
illegal in much of the world, although coun- 
tries mainly in Europe and the Americas have

“If they want to come tallc to me, ITl be de- 
lighted to meet with them,” he said of federal 
officials. “I’ll tell them everything that we’re 
doing and show them all our boolcs.” 


A former Microsoft ex- 
ecutive plans to create the first U.S. national 
marijuana brand, and said he is Iciclcing off his 
Seattle-based business by acquiring medical 
cannabis dispensaries in three states. 

Jamen Shively, a former Microsoft corpo- 
rate strategy manager, said he envisions his 
enterprise becoming the leader in both rec- 
reational and medical cannabis— much lilce 
Starbuclcs is the dominant name in coffee, 
he said. 

Shively 45, whose six years at Microsoft 
ended in 2009, said he was soliciting investors 
for $10 million in start-up money 

The use, sale and possession of marijuana 
remains illegal in the U.S. under federal law 
Two states have, however, legalized recre- 
ational marijuana use and are among 18 states 
that allow it for medical use.

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WITH DELLE DONNE ABOARD, 

TEAM WANTS A PIECE OF THE PLAYOFF PIE

After only a month or so as a member of the Sky Elena DeUe Donne already has con- 
sumed a deep dish-sized sUce of local culture. So far the 23-year old, drafted No. 2 over- 
all in April, has sat in the front row of a Bulls game at the United Center, thrown out 
the first pitch at Wrigley Field and polished off a large meal at Gibson’s steakhouse. 
Not bad for DeUe Donne’s first move away from her tiny home state of Delaware. 


“I love it here. It’s actually been an easy ad- 
justment so far coming to Chicago,” she said. 
“That’s actually been a bit of a shock since it’s 
the first time I’ve left Delaware, but it’s been 
great.” 

It’s less surprising to the star rookie’s team- 
mates and coaches, who believe DeUe Donne’s 
transition from college to pro basketbaU might 
be as smooth as her cross-country move. In 
her first WNBA game, she notched 22 points, 
eight rebounds, four blocks and two assists in 
the Sky’s 102-80 win over Phoenix. 

“She’s what we’ve been missing for the last 
five years, the total package, because she’s got 
size and can shoot,” teammate Sylvia Fowles 
said. “She’s a rookie, but she’s not acting like 
one.” 

DeUe Donne said she’s ready for anything, 
and that’s good because the Sky are count- 
ing on her to help the franchise break a long 
streak of playoff futility In the team’s seven- 
year existence, it has yet to taste the postsea- 
son. Many including last year’s squad, believed 
they might take the leap in 2012. But starters 
Fowles and standout guard Epiphanny Prince 
missed a combined 18 games due to injuries, 
leading to a 14-20 record. 

“Yeah, I thought we’d be in the playoffs last 
year, and we didn’t [qualify],” coach Pokey 
Chatman said. “But I look at this team and 
see one more year of experience and the piec- 
es are there.” 

Those pieces include the now-healthy 


Fowles and Prince along with veteran Swin 
Cash and a host of young players like Carolyn 
Swords and Courtney Vandersloot. But the 
biggest addition was DeUe Donne, who led 
the nation in scoring as a junior at Delaware 
despite seeing frequent double- and triple- 
teams. Now that she has a more talented sup- 
porting cast, she no longer wiU be suffocated 
by swarming defenses, Chatman said. 

“I noticed during [a preseason} game, she 
caught the ball in the post and looked around 
and paused for a second because it was like 
she expected the double-team to come and it 
didn’t,” Chatman said. “Suddenly she looked 
like a kid at Christmas.” 

MeanwhUe, the Sky are equally excited 
about landing DeUe Donne for her consider- 
able skills and marketing appeal. The 6-foot- 
5 blonde’s face already is on the front of the 
Sky’s website, and the team is seUing a DeUe 
Donne Deal season ticket offer that includes 
a meet-and-greet with her at a private event. 
She’s also got a blog on ESPN and an “MTV 
Cribs”-style video on the WNBA home page 
showing off her Chicago apartment. 

But DeUe Donne said she’s comfortable 
with aU the attention. 

“I’m used to it, so it’s fine,” she said. “Some 
might see it as more pressure, but I look at it 
as a positive situation where I can help draw 
more attention to the Chicago Sky”

I thought it was missing, but it turns out Cle- 
ments cuts his seitan pepperoni into chunks, 
not the thin slices I was expecting. 

The carnivore says: It would seem more 
like a traditional pizza with more cheese on 
top, but because vegan cheese doesn’t really 
have the same satisfyingly stretchy texture as 
real cheese, I can see why it’s used sparingly 
here. The sausage is probably the closest to 
actual meat that I’ve tasted here, thanks to 
fennel and garlic that trick my tastebuds. 
With a big bite of olives and red onion, I can 
almost imagine it’s real sausage. Almost. 

Orange demi cake ($3.50) 

Clements bakes cookies and brownies that 
share space in the pastry case alongside cute 
little cakes (called demis) crafted by a friend. 

The vegan says: This is really good, but 
I can’t figure out what this tastes like. Some 
kind of cereal ... Fruit Loops! 

The carnivore says: Without wonders such 
as cream cheese, butter and good ol’ lard for 
richness, dairy-free treats are sometimes dry 
and lifeless. This has an awesome texture and, 
though the flavor is more like orange candy 
than actual orange, it’s pretty tasty

Plant-based dishes 
rule at these 10 vegan- 
centric restaurants

From this summer’s vegan menu at Grant 
Achatz’s restaurant Next to the buzz about 
plant-based diets, veganism is definitely hav- 
ing a moment. 

‘A few years ago, people said, ‘Oh, vegan? 
What does that mean?” said Don Clements, 
who opened all-vegan BYOB cafe Kitchen 
17 (613 W Briar Place 773-661-1757) in East 
Lakeview in early May While vegetarians eat 
meat-free, vegans also forgo animal products 
including dairy eggs and honey Clements 
went vegan for a combination of health, ani- 
mal rights and environmental reasons. “In the 
last few years, the amount of growth {in vegan 
awareness] has just been huge,” he said. 

Clements is right on. When dining out 
with my vegan friend Jessica, servers used to 
suggest dishes with cheese or even seafood 
when she asked what vegan options were 
available. Now, there are more restaurants 
than ever in Chicago serving vegan dishes — 
some exclusively so (see sidebar). At Kitchen 
17, Clements crafts his own meat substitutes 
to use in dishes that he said he hopes won’t 
“scare off” non-vegans, such as pizza and 
his popular Philly cheesesteak sandwich. A 
staunch carnivore myself, I brought my veg- 
an pal to dinner to so we could taste-test a 
few dishes on the menu. 

Philly cheesesteak ($8) 

Clements’ mock beef is peppered seitan— 
wheat gluten— baked into a meatloaf shape, 
sliced super-thin and stuffed into a roll with 
roasted green peppers, red onions and dairy- 
free cheese. 

The vegan says: I haven’t ever had an actual 


Philly cheesesteak, so to be honest, I don’t re- 
ally know if this tastes like one. The “meat” 
tastes like a gyro to me, but I do really like the 
soft bread. 

The carnivore says: I have had a real Philly 
cheesesteak, and I agree that this tastes more 
like a gyro. The mozzarella-like cheese on top 
does sort of replicate a Phill/s traditional 
cheese sauce, and overall, it does have the feel 
of a cheesesteak. 

Not chicken salad ($8) 

Clements said he starts with “the firmest tofu 
I can possibly get,” and then freezes, thaws 
and presses it to draw out extra moisture for a 
chewy chicken-like texture. Finishing touches 
include poultry seasoning, chopped celery and 
onion, stone-ground mustard and veganaise. 

The vegan says: This could use a thicker 
sauce; it’s pretty drippy There’s not much cel- 
ery or anything else besides the tofu chunks 
to emulate a true chicken salad. That said, this 
is something I’ve never seen anywhere else, so 
that makes it a treat that I would definitely 
order again. 

The carnivore says: No one would mistake 
this for actual chicken, but the tofu chunks 
do have a sturdy texture that’s more meat- 
like than usual. I gotta say, though, Clements 
definitely could afford to pump up the vol- 
ume as far as flavor goes. I could hardly taste 
the rosemary or tarragon in the poultry sea- 
soning. 

Supreme pizza ($14) 

Most pizza dough already is vegan, but few 
pizzerias have vegan versions of cheese and 
meat to put on top. Clements makes his own 
seitan sausage and pepperoni and piles ’em on 
with green and black olives, onion, shreds of 
vegan cheese and tomato-basil sauce. 

The vegan says: The super-thin crust isn’t 
my favorite, but that’s just personal prefer- 
ence. Wasn’t there supposed to be pepperoni?

Rapper recalls early 
days reading poetry

Eternity,” which 
as he explained last 

week, is about memory Here is an edited 
transcript of that conversation. 


What’s the big idea behind the album? 

Artists, especially, we try to hold on to 
moments that last forever, and I tried to do 
that with this record. Good moments, you 
try to make them last forever, but the worst 
moments are often out of our hands. “Len 
Bias” is a tribute to a man who died after be- 
ing drafted; there is a song about domestic 
abuse; there is a song about memories about 
a breakup. 

What is your most significant musical 
memory? 

I never forget the interaction that I have 
had with fans, people who happened to hear 
a song where it affected them and came and 
talked to me about it, said thanks for play- 
ing or thanks for your art. Fortunately, that 
happens a lot for me. That’s why I do this, I 
love making an impact on their life. That is 
what inspires me. 

What are the musical memories that have 
had a direct impact on the music you make 
now? 

I was about 8 or 9 years old— I was in a fos- 
ter home at the time and my foster brother 
was three years older than me and we would 
tape this show in WGCI — I think it was 
called “The B-Side.” It was about 1987 {or} 
’88, so it was KRS, Eazy-E and Big Daddy 
Kane. It introduced me to a lot of music. 
Also, my foster brother, every month he 
bought a copy of Word Up! magazine, and 
they had a “Verse of the Month” feature, 
and I would memorize them. The first one 
I memorized was Slick Rick’s “Children’s 
Story,” and would rap along with the whole 
thing whenever it would come on. That was 



my introduction to rapping. When I started 
rhyming, I knew that this was going to be 
something I did for my life. 

Did you start writing rhymes at that point? 

No, it started when I began writing and 
reading poetry I moved to a group home in 
sixth grade, where we got to take one-on- 
one classes, and mine was English. Me and a 
teacher, all I did was learn and read and write 
poetry so it picked up from there. By eighth 
grade, I was ciphering {freestyle rapping] 
at the back of the bus, but I was really too 
scared to do it. Finally my freshman year at 
Drake {University}, one night some other 
players were up one night ciphering and a 
friend of one of my boys jumps in the cipher 
and just killed it! And I thought “If he can 
do that, I can do that,” so I went back to my 
room and started rapping, freestyle rhyming. 
My roommate came home at 3 a.m. and I was 
still going. I knew this is what I was put on 
earth to do.

For about a decade, 
every commercial for 
an M. Night Shyamalan 
movie heralded “an 
exciting new vision.”

Had the ad mentioned him, it probably would 
have said, ‘An M. Night 
Shyamalan film. Sorry” 

Less than two months 
after the already-derivative 
“Oblivion,” ‘After Earth” 
presents another futuris- 
tic, evacuated Earth, this 
time 1,000 years after humans destroyed the 
worldwide “paradise,” which is how a voiceover 
oversells the planet. Um, perhaps Earth rose 
to a paradise level before it was wiped out, but 
currently we all can think of spots that are very 
much not a paradise— and Fm not even talking 
about flea markets. 

Why does a “class one quarantine” planet still 
look so green and welcoming? That’s a question 
Shyamalan and star Will Smith, who conceived 
the ‘After Earth” story and also hasn’t been reli- 
able in a long time, can’t answer any better than 
they can identify the characters’ unfamiliar ac- 
cents. They are not Australian, although they do 
pronounce ranger “ranguh,” as if they’re about to 
say “Fostuh’s— Australian for bee-uh.” 

Smith plays Cypher Raige — that’s really his 
name— a hero so detached from his teenage 
son Kitai (Smith’s son Jaden) that Cypher’s wife 
(Sophie Okonedo) actually says, during a largely 
unnecessary 20 -minute prologue, “He does not 


need a commanding officer; he needs a father.” 
When the father and son’s vessel crashes on 
Earth, Cypher’s broken legs confine him to the 
ship while Kitai searches for a beacon that could 
save them both. Since apparently next-millenni- 
um spaceships don’t have GPS or something. 

On this Earth, any human who accidentally 
winds up there needs to find hot spots during 
freezing cold nights and ingest breathing fluid 
from dispensers that look like the inhalers I 
use when I have a bad cough. I wouldn’t call 
that kind of place “uninhabitable,” just a poor 
vacation choice. Angry monkeys surround them 
in the jungle, which wouldn’t exactly be a great 
situation in 2013 either. 

Also, monsters called Ursa can smeU fear, 
something I believe dogs and bees can do as well 
(according to “Jerry Maguire”). If someone lives 
without fear, they become invisible when bat- 
tling Ursas (it’s called “ghosting”), which doesn’t 
help at all when fighting deadly CGI cats and 
birds. 

The elder Smith (“I Am Legend,” “Indepen- 
dence Day”) frequently fends for himself in 
extreme circumstances on screen; here he’s just 
constantly shown in pain in between shots of 
Kitai walking and then fending off animal at- 
tacks. Kitai’s intense parasite bite looks chillingly 
effective, as does the dynamic of Kitai attempt- 
ing to simultaneously impress and help a parent 
unable to help himself 

Shyamalan is less successful with cheap nods 
to “Moby Dick” and moments like when Cypher 
somehow blows out candles remotely and tells 
Kitai, “Recapture your power; this will be your 
creation.” Sorry what? 
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Fun for a while, 
then it’s gone 


FASTPAISED 



With a good magic 
trick, you feel just as 
tickled during the 
illusion’s setup as you 
do after the big fin- 
ish. In the magician 

heist-thriller “Now 

You See Me,” giddy 

mind games just give way to indifference. 

At least the film keeps enough mysteri- 
ous plates spinning for audience members 
to miss some of what it’s up to. In the 
introductory sequence, an unknown figure 
scouts four ambitious magicians as they 
seem to evade flesh-eating piranhas or 
read people’s minds. A year later, those 
masters of mental and physical trickery 
(Jesse Eisenberg, his “Zombieland” co-star 
Woody Harrelson, Isla Fisher and Dave 
Franco) work as the Four Horsemen and 
dazzle a huge Vegas crowd with a nifty 
stunt: They teleport a random audience

member to France to rob a bank and bring 
back the money for the stunned audience. 

Is this a crew of snarky Robin Hoods or 
devilish thieves? It requires the obvious 
mention of “Ocean’s Eleven,” from which the 
far-fetched “Now You See Me” takes blatant 
inspiration (and a twist or two) without repli- 
cating its style and finesse. Despite an excel- 
lent cast, the magicians’ characters and roles 
on the team also aren’t differentiated enough 
to convince that these particular people were 
the only choices for the job. 

And while we’re naming unsatisfying plot 
threads: Neither the backstory of Henley 
(Fisher) being Danny’s (Eisenberg) former 
assistant nor the flirtation between the FBI 
agent (Mark Ruffalo) and Interpol officer 


(Melanie Laurent) on the case pays off in any 
convincing fashion, if at all. 

So “Now You See Me” isn’t “The Prestige.” 
It’s also not “The Incredible Burt Wonder- 
stone,” a wretched comedy that made magic 
seem stale and magicians seem obnoxious. 
“NYSM” has a playful spirit and an extensive 
assortment of welcome presences (including 
Michael Caine and Morgan Freeman) that 
hold interest even as the elaborate ruse loses 


steam and cleverness. It’s a hoot to watch 
authorities having to take magic seriously as 
a criminal investigation. 

I’d recommend proving Danny’s “the 
closer you look, the less you see” motto true 
by working on the twists and ignoring the 
movie’s weaknesses. 

Still, the best tricks are the ones we can’t 
explain, and the film’s answer hardly lives up 
to its questions.

Young love grows up 


“I [bleeped} up my 
life because of the 
way you sing.” 

Jesse (Ethan 
Hawke) hurls that 
back-handed gem at 
Celine (Julie Delpy) 
during an epic fight in 
“Before Midnight,” director/co-writer Rich- 
ard Linklater’s follow-up to 1995’s “Before 
Sunrise” and 2004’s “Before Sunset.” What 
began as a hopeful— if bittersweet— toast to 
romantic opportunity and transitioned to 
adult disappointments and difficult choices 
with more at stake has become a profoundly 
authentic depiction of a struggling, textured 
long-term relationship. 

Nearly two decades removed from their 
joyous night in Vienna, and about a decade 
into their lives as a couple, Jesse, his beard 
now specked with gray, and Celine, her pa- 
tience thinner and her waistline wider, only 
occasionally resemble the young, passionate 
lovebirds of “Before Sunrise.” How could 
they? Now in their early 40s and raising twin 
daughters, they live in Paris, where Jesse has 
only extremely rare opportunities to see his 
teenage son Hank (Seamus Davey-Fitzpat- 
rick) in Chicago. 

“Before Midnight” takes place at the tail 
end of a Grecian vacation, after Hank de- 
parts from a summer with his dad and before 
Jesse, Celine and their girls return home. 
Now Jesse longs to spend more time with 
Hank; Celine refuses to move. In electric, 
often-sad conversations, the two descend 
into frustrations and resentments while ping-

ponging in and out of calm. These two have 
history and understanding and deep dissatis- 
faction. Their discussions have the rhythm of 
real life, as likely to generate nods of recogni- 
tion from couples in the audience as start a 
fight between them on the way home. 

I don’t know if “Before Midnight” is 
the end of our time with Jesse and Celine. 
Linklater, Delpy and Hawke are running out 
of times to reference in their titles. (“Before 
Starbucks Opens”?) At times in “Midnight” 
they touch on territory similar to “This is 
40,” without expanding on it. Doubts about 
the validity of modern monogamy don’t re- 
ally receive a counter-point. Yet the film also 
weeps for technology’s impact on the dream 
of love— it connects lovers spread miles apart 
but means the old-fashioned connection 
between Jesse and Celine may never happen 
again in the Facebook age. The articulate 
movie is a wonder to behold, through conver- 
sations and arguments couples, and people in 
general, have had before and will have again. 

“Before Midnight” confronts fundamental 
gender gaps and asks how we should live, 
with whom and why Whether the film’s sug- 
gestion— that to accept love in the long run 
is to destroy the fantasy of the new, as long as 
that can be revived periodically— represents 
a glass half-full or half-empty scenario will 
depend on the viewers, and who’s sitting next 
to them.

Unsettling, bleak 
and open-ended 


Most people prob- 
ably know that for a 
few years in the late 
’oos/early ’los, rogue 
website WikiLeaks 
operated as the 
industry leader in 
exposing controver- 
sial military and political secrets, and that its 
Australian founder, Julian Assange, became 
a public figure of simultaneous admiration 
and scorn. Particularly in Washington and 
on the right side of the aisle, many saw him 
as reckless, even using the word “terrorist.” 
Others saw him as a hero, a digital Robin 
Hood in pursuit of the public good through 
maximum transparency 

Director Alex Gibney’s (“Catching Hell”) 
documentary “We Steal Secrets: The Story 
of WikiLeaks” takes on a serious challenge. 
He aims to cover the history and divisive- 
ness of Assange’s site while exploring how 
the iconic man behind WikiLeaks went 
from a believer in government account- 
ability and defending victims (and “crushing 
bastards”) to an elusive suspect of sexual 
assault and proponent of non-disclosure 
agreements among his allies. This, without 
Gibney seeming unjustly biased on either 
side. 

Since Assange demanded $i million for 
an interview or that Gibney would relay 
interviewee comments directly to Assange, 
the filmmaker couldn’t directly involve 
Mr. WikiLeaks in the film. The absence is 
notable and unfortunate, considering how

many people ultimately speak out against a 
man initially hailed as fearless and impor- 
tant for his efforts to prevent large agencies 
from hiding from the public. 

Gibney also struggles to wrangle the story 
of Bradley Manning, an Army intelligence 
analyst whose uncertainty about his identity 
may have affected his eagerness to release 
classified documents to the public and con- 
nect with Assange. Much like a hacker re- 
leasing information via the Internet, Gibney 
has a lot of threads to consider in “Secrets,” 
and he can’t always control all the informa- 
tion and its implications. (He indicts the 
military, which probably hates the countless 
documentaries {“The Tillman Story,” “The 
Invisible War”} that expose its many appall- 
ing faults, but doesn’t follow through on 
details of its secrecy and punishment.) 

Assange certainly deserves to be taken to 
task for embracing the coy protectiveness 
he once railed against, but it’s unfair for 
Gibney to attack Assange for actions of his 
most extreme supporters. Regardless, the 
film recognizes compelling contradictions 
without attempting to answer complicated 
questions relevant to government and media 
types on a daily basis. Information is power, 
and “Secrets” is nothing if not a fascinating 
account of a man who loved stirring the pot 
until he was the one sitting in it.
